LITTLE NEWS 
FROM GERMANY. 


May day passed in Germany with lit- 
tle news coming out to show the exact 
situation with regard to the unrest of 
the workmen, as a result of which it 
had been predicted that great strikes 
might result. A brief Berlin dispatch 
said the efforts of the radical socialists 
to bring about a cessation of work in 
munitions factories had failed and that 
no disturbances had occurred in Berlin. 
Unofficial advices, however, were to the 
effect that strikes had been declared by 
munitions workers in the Rhine prov- 
inces, and that Essen, the home of the 
great Krupp works, had been isolated 
from the world so far as news was con- 
cerned, to prevent information regard- 
ing strikes in the Krupp works from 
leaking out. 


RIOTS OCCUR 
IN PETROGRAD. 


Petrograd has again been the scene 
of disorder, fomented by opponents of 
the present government, in which 
bombs were thrown and the troops were 
compelled to fire on the rioters. The 
disturbance took place Monday, but 
apparently it was short-lived, fur a dis- 
patch from Petrograd on Tuesday an- 
nounced that the Russian capital's first 
May day parade, in which a million per- 
sons participated, passed without disor- 
der from the reactionaries. 


BOMBS THROWN 
AND SHOTS FIRED 
IN RUSS CAPITAL 


Petrograd, May 1.—(Via London.)— 
There were street disorders here yes- 
terday during which bombs were 
thrown. Major General. Kashtalinski 
was killed. 

The executive committee of the 
workmen's and soldiers’ delegates to- 
day placarded the city with the follew- 
ing proclamation: : 

“Yesterday many regrettable inci- 
dente occurred in the capital, notably 
an unknown young man killed General 
Kashtalinski. Shots were fired on a 
group of political demonstrators and 
bombs were thrown. 

“Some individuals, posing as mem- 
bers of the executive committee, ar- 
rested Landed Proprietor Lody Jenski. 

“Only madmen or enemies of na- 
tional liberty are capable of such re- 
volting acts, which might compromise 
the Russian revolution. The executive 
committee condemns them severely and 
appeals to all citizens to prevent a 
repetition of such acts as would pro- 
voke anarchy and a disorganization of 
the forces of the revolution.” 

The Russian capital today inaugu- 
rated its first great May day fete 
without fear of opposition from any 
reactionary quarter. The weather was

The convention aiso sent a telegram 
to United States Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Houston, pledging Georgia to in- 
crease her yield of cannable vegetables 
and fruits upon condition that the gov- 
ernment furnish at once not less than 
3.000, 000 containers at a reasonable cost. 
The reason given for this demand is 
that it is Impossible for the producers 
to get cans under a period of six weeks 

to two months from the time of order- 
ing, while a government order upon the 
manufacturers of containers will be 
filled at once. 

The hottest tilt of the afternoon ses- 
sion came when C. S. Kittrell offered as 
@ substitute to a resolution by Bernard 
Suttler a resolution setting forth that, 
since the federal government did not 
take any steps toward regulating the 
price of cotton when the Georgia farm- 
ers were in sore distress in 1914, does 
not now regulate the price of money 
or any of the implements or supplies 
used on the farms, it should not under- 
take to regulate the price of prducts 
coming from the farm.

PINGHOT URGES WOMEN 
Ib CONSERVE FOOD 


In response to a special invitation 
by Chauncey Smith, Gifford Pinchot, 
noted conservation expert, spoke to a 
select group of women, representing 
the various women's organizations of 
the city, at 3 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon in the lounge room of the Geor- 
gian Terrace hotel, at which time he 
urged the careful conservation of foods 
on the part of the women of the south. 

“We always have such a ready re- 
sponse from the women when a call for 
food conservation ig sounded,” said he, 
“and the women are those into whose 
care much of the conservation of foods 
falls. Today the whole world centers 
in what the south may do. There was 
a severe shortage of ny last year, 
and the same is promised for this year. 
In fact, the whole world is short of 
food, and is turning to the United 
States to supply its needs.“ 

Mr. Pinchot referred to the vast 
amount of food that the south has been 
importing from other sections, and 
urged that the south feed itself as-well 
as supply food for the allies. 

He referred to the importance of 
women’s influence in the present na- 
tienal crisis. He said that he person- 
ally wished that they had a more 
direct influence by means of the vote. 
He added that great waste can only 
be cut down by the co-operation of the 
women, and that the women of Atlanta 
have a peculiar influence throughout 
the south. 

“Unless the war is settled this spring 
by the drive of the French and English, 
it will be settled * the ability of the 
United States to furnish food to the 
allles. We have the matter in our 
own hands when it comes to food, and 
the ladies will have to decide.” 

He spoke of the advisability of using 
cornbread, which southern women 
know how to prepare so tastefully in 
order that flour may ‘be sent to the 
allies, where it is most needed. 

Several of the women present men- 
tioned the work being done along this 
line already by the women of the state. 
It. was announced by Mrs. Spencer R. 
Atkinson, president of the City Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, that its mem- 
bers had already in operation about 
300 vacant. lots on which. vegetables 
were growing, and that about three 
or four hundred back yards were be- 
ing thus utilized. . 

Becided enthusiasm . was shown by 
those present, au all seemed eager 
to make every effort toward preserv- 
ing food stuffs and influencing others 
to do likewise. ,. | - 


Washington, May 1.—Appropriation 
of $10,000,000 for purchase by the gov- 
ernment of nitrates for fertilizing 
purposes and their distribution at cost 
to farmers of the Atlantic seaboard 
would be authorized by a bill passed 
today by the senate, 52 to 8.

GERMANS PLOTTED 
AGANST MORGAN 


Hirsch and Meyringer Pro- 

posed to Blow Up Banker’s 
Offices and Cause Panic. 
Both Men Under Arrest. 


New York, May 1.—Confession was 
made in court today by Wolf Hirsch, 
arrested last night with George Mey- 
ringer, both Germans, that they were 
on their way to blow up the offices of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. with a bomb when 
intercepted by the police. 

Hirsch told the court that the ex- 
plosion of a bomb at the Morgan office 
was a part of a scheme to oreate a 
stock market reversal from which he 
and Meyringer could profit. He told the 
court he had made the bomb under the 
direction of Meyringer and another man 
in a laboratory at the Roosevelt hos- 
pital, where they worked. He said Mey- 
ringer had induced him to speculate 
in Wall street and had suggested as a 
quicker way of getting profits a scheme 
to frighten the stock market. The plan 
included blowing up the Morgan office, 
and the sending out over tapped tele- 
graph wires a false news that President 
Wilson had been assassinated. 

The men were held in $10,000 bail 
each. 

Hirsch, the police assert, besides be- 
ing a chemist, is a former German se- 
cret service officer and a reserve petty 
officer in the submarine division of 
the German navy, while Meyringer, who 
was a kitchen man in the hospital, is 
an expert telegrapher and a student of 
finance. 


FARMERS’ UNION OPPOSES

L. M. Rhodes, of Huntington, Tenn., 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the National Farmers’ union, suggested 
the possibility of the “middleman’s” 
being responsible for some $3,000,000,- 
000 lost somewhere between the farm- 
er and the consumer each year. 

Mr. Suttler, in introducing his anti- 
maximum price resolution, was sure 
that the pestiferous “middleman” was 
one who — away with this money. 

Throughout the day whenever things 
got quiet, somebody thought of the 
“middleman.” 

After the report of the committee on 
markets had set forth its views upon 
the “middleman” it suggested that a 
market system be worked out through 
co-operation of the farmers, and the 
departments of agriculture of the state 
and the United States. 

Farmers near cities were urged to 
raise truck and to sell on a co-opera- 
tive plan. Canning was urged on the 
community plan. 

The report was adopted along with 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved. That the Georgia 
Educational and Co-operative Union of 
Georgia do hereby ask the general as- 
sembly of Georgia to enact a bill provid- 
ing for the establishment in the state de- 
N of agriculture a bureau of mar- 
ets and rural organization, the same to be 
adequately supported out of funds taken in 
by said department (from fertilizer tags, 
pure food stamps, oil inspections, etc.). 

That in connection with said bureau of 
markets and rural organization, the State 
College of Agriculture be charged with the 
duty of promptly training men for the 
various counties of Georgia in respect to 
the 11 packing and standardisstion 
of all farm products, such trained men as 
may be required to become the agents of 
said bureau of markets and rural organi- 
zation.” 

Legisiative Measures Urged. 


A further resolution was adopted 
with the report as follows: 

Resolved, That the general assembly be 
requested to enact measures designed to ac- 
complish the following ends: 

“The enlargement of the equipment and 
scope of the State College of Agriculture, 
partly as regards its live stock department 
and the training of Georgia youth in veter- 
inary science. 

8 age of a bill authorizing the 
counties of Georgia to appropriate funds for 
securing the services of county agricultural 
agents, home economics agents, veterinaries 
and generally to promote the development of 
agricultural and country life interests. 

The passage of a bill giving us the Tor- 
rens system of registering and validating 
land titles.

district agricultural schools money from 
the funds collected by the department 
of agriculture which is already appro- 
priated to the schools. It was stated 

at this money has already been col- 
ected and placed in the state treasury, 
but has been used for purposes other 
than for the schools. 

The following resolution, introduced 
by A. J. Fleming, was adopted: 

“Resolved, That we desire to extend our 
sincerest thanks to the Hon. Gifford Pin- 
chot for the magnificent address made to 
our convention this morning. We urge our 
members and our friends as well as farm- 
ers and business mien generally to heed his 
advice during this crisis of our country.”

“It is on the decision of the Ameri- 

can farmer that the vast issue of this 
war rests,” said Mr. Pinchot. “If the 
allies do not win the war this 
year, the war will be won. or 
lost according to what the farmers of 
— south do! I am not talking hot 
air!’’ 

| Mr. Pinchot pointed to the peril 
which this country faces in the possi- 
bility of the German submarine block- 
ade being able to starve out England. 
It is admii¢ed, he said, that such a suc- 
cess on the part of Germany would end 
the war in her favor, and that she 
would then have at her disposal the 
combined fleets of the allies with which 
to attack us. “Germany will want a 
lot of things ut the end of this war,” 
he said, “and it so happens that we 
have got about everything that Ger- 
many would want, and she may be de- 
pended upon to came aften it if she 
wins. Our military men admit that, un- 
der present’ conditions, if Germany 
should land 150,000 men with modern ar- 


| tillery on our shores it would take nine 


months to prepare to a point where 
we could drive them out. The day has 
passed when you can take the old mus- 
ket down from the mantelpiece and go 
out and fight. We've got to fight ma- 
chinery with machinery.” 

“The entire character of the world 
is bein made over in this war,” he 
said. “‘When this war is over, it will 
be a new world in which we will dive. 
It will be a world of men of stronger 
character and greater understanding 
and it will be a world of greater effi- 
ciency. This great conflict is the most 
momentous evént since Calvary. 

“I believe in this war. I believe we 
ought to be in it. It is a war for the 


things that are right and for the things 
that all men love and ought to love.

It was intended to be a war of con- 
quest, or ruthlessness and lawlessness, 
and it has been so. 

“The striking thing that has devel- 
oped is how, with every resource mob- 
llized, with every man prepared for 
war, with everything at top-notch, Ger- 
many, the best prepared nation on the 
face of the earth, is losing the fighe. 

Wants T. R. to Lead Expedition. 


“I have said that we are right to be 
in this war. We have given e allies 
our moral support and our credit. That 
has helped. e have got to send them 
men. I believe that we ought to let 
Theodore Roosevelt to go over at once!” 

This statement was greeted: with a 
great outburst of applause. 

“We also have got to send the allies 
food,” continued Mr. Pinchot. “Food 
over here is no good to the allies 
across the ocean.” 

Somebody interrupted: 

“No; but it’s a pretty good thing for 
us to have over here.“ 

That's true,” replied Mr. Pincho 
“but we've got to help them win. I 
Germany wins this war, we may as 
well count on having ermany over 
here. The first thing Germany would 
do would be to take over the English, 
French and Italian fleets and send 
them to our coasts. We've got over 
here everything they want, and they 
would come after it. If they landed 
150,000 men here it would take us nine 
months to get rid of them. 

“If the German submarines should 
starve England, we are in danger, and 
it is not impossible that they might. 
Such success is not nearly so fantastic 
an idea as this whole war appeared 
before it happened. 

“The answer to this situation is in 
our hands. Are we going to furnish 
the food or are we not?”

That it did not do so is no doubt due in 
very large measure to the fact that it had 
been anticipated. 


Revolutions do not travel by schedule! 


If the Russian revolution had been sched- 
uled in advance, and all the world put on 
notice that upon a certain date there would 
be a genera! popular uprising against autoc- 
racy, there would probably have been no 
Russian revolution. 

If the French revolution had been form- 
ally announced in advance of its coming, 
there probably would have been no storming 
of the Bastile. 

If that little group of rebellious patriots 
had given the mother country due notice 
that upon a specific day in the future they 
would give physical expression to their re- 
sentment against “taxation without repre- 
sentation —the historic Boston tea party 
would probably not have taken place. 

The very fact that all the world was put 
on notice to “watch for May 1“ was the best 
assurance that nothing serious would take 
place in Germany on that day; for of all 
countries in which efficiency and vigilance 
counts, Germany is about the most alert. 

With the danger of May 1 threatened 
and announced in advance, the German 
powers had ample opportunity to prepare 
for and checkmate it. In every nook and 
every corner the military was no doubt on 
guard. Hence tHere was no revolution in 
Germany on May the first. 

But this does not mean that there will be 
no revolution in Germany—far from it. 

Some day, in some way— od alone 
knows when or how—the masses of the 
people of Germany and of Austria-Hungary 
are going to do precisely what the Russian 
people did; but it will mot be scheduled in 


advance.

PHYSICAL PREPAREDNESS. 


In a measure the possibilities that can 
be accomplished along the lines of physical 


demonstration to be staged under the 
auspices of the Atlanta Young Women’s 
Christian association in the Auditorium next 
Friday night, and those who feel a sense of 
pride in our city and its youth will be inter- 
ested in witnessing the demonstration. 

This demonstration will show Atlanta’s 
resources for physical training, and, safe to 
say, it will come to most of us as something 
of a revelation. 

The physical training that is being ex- 
emplified in our kindergartens, our grammar 
schools, our high schools, will be demon- 
strated; as will the skill and fitness of the 
Boy Scouts, the V. M. C. A., the V. W. C. A., 
the military companies of the G. M. A., 
Georgia Tech and the Agnes Scott students, 
etc. 

Altogether the drills and exhibitions will 
constitute an entertaining evening’s pro- 
gram; and it should call attention to the 
physical requirements of our children and 
perhaps result in a more general encourage- 
ment of this necessary, but too often neg- 
lected, phase of education. 


“WALK WITH THE TIDE.” 


“Walk with the Tide” is the educational 
slogan adopted by the police in one of our 
seacoast cities in their efforts to break up 
the slovenly habit of “jay-walking” and to 
teach the citizens the importance of exercis- 
ing ordinary common sense in crossing the 
traffic-congested downtown streets. 

The slogan, however, has no bearing upon 
the city’s propinquity to the sea. It is 
as applicable in an inland city as in a 
seaport, because folks are pretty much 
alike everywhere, and, wise as we are “in 
our day and generation,” our vital statistics 
and police records attest that a lamentably 
few of us know how to cross a street. 

Street-ccrossing accidents are numerous 
in the congested section of practically every 
one of our busy cities; and while the popu- 
lar thing to do when a pedestrian is bowled 
over in the middle of the street is to blame 
the chauffeur or the driver, in most cases 
the victim himself is at fault. 

Crossing a street between intersections 
is called “jay-walking,” and in practically 
every large city is forbidden by law. Such 
ordinances usually accord to vehicles the 
right-of-way between crossings and pedes- 
trians the right-of-way at crossings. 

Practice of the “Walk with the Tide” 
principle would obviate most, if not all, of 
the hazard at crossings. It means simply 
that when the traffic policeman signals 
vehicular traffic to move in any particular 
direction, the pedestrians also should be 
guided by that same signal. And it will be 
found that if the crowd on the sidewalk will 
cross the street in the same direction as the 
traffic in the street is moving, the chances 
for accidents and collisions will be mini- 
mized. 

A police official, and an expert handler 
of congested traffic, discussing this new 
slogan, said: 


“When we were children our perambu- 
lations usually led us around a course 
that was restricted by the layout of 
chairs and other furniture in our homes. 
Too many of us continue to walk through 
city streets the same way that we laid 
our course when we began learning to 
walk. There is much progress in the art 
of walking that might be made by the 
average pedestrian. If he would adhere 
to the principle of going straight and 
moving with the tfaffic instead of across 
or through it, it would be better for him- 
self—safer at least—and for everyone on 
the streets.“ 


By rigid observance of this simple prin- 
ciple, by men, women and the little folks, 
we can do a lot to help the police who are 
trying their best to keep things moving 
smoothly and safely; and at the same time 
safeguard our own lives and limos and make 
life much more pleasant for the vehicle 
pilots—who, as a rule, are no more desirous 
of striking people than people are of being 
run down.

TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 


Prepared by the Office of Information 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture for The Constitution. 


X—Corn, Tematees and Eggplant. 


Sweet corn, to be at its best, should be 
eaten within a few hours after it is picked, 
for its sugar content disappears: very rapid- 
ly after it is removed from the garden. For 
this reason and because of its very general 
popularity, it is an excellent vegetable to 
grow in the home garden. It should be 
planted on rich land and cultivated in the 
same manner as field corn. Beginning as 
soon as the soil is warm, successive plantings 
may be made every two or three weeks until 
late summer. Another method of prolonging 
the supply is to plant early, medium, and 
late varieties. The seed should be planted 
about 2 inches deep, in drille 3 feet apart 
and thinned to a single stalk every 10 to 1 
inches. 

The varieties recommended by the spe- 
cialists in the United States department of 
agriculture are: For early corn Golden 
Bantam and Adams Early, and for medium 
and late varieties Black Mexican or Crosby’s 
Early, Country Gentleman and Stowell’s 
Evergreen. The last-named variety has the 
largest ears and is the most productive. 

weet corn should be planted on rich land. 
The cultivation should be frequent and thor- 
ough, and all weeds should be kept down and 
suckers removed from around the base of 
the plant. 

Another favorite vegetable is the tomato, 
which now forms one of the most important 
of our garden crops. In the north, it is very 
desirable to start the plants in a house or a 
hotbed, and to transplant them once or twice 
in order to secure strong and vigorous plants 
by the time all danger from frost is past. 
Pot-grown plants are especially desirable 
and they may be brought to the blooming 
period by the time it is warm enough to 
plant them with safety in the garden. If 
the plants are not to be trained, but allowed 
to lie on the ground, they should be set 
about 4 feet apart each way. If trimmed and 
tied to stakes they may be planted in rows 
3 feet apart and 18 inches apart in the row. 

In common with all plants grown in 4 
house, hotbed, or cold frame, tomatoes re- 
quire to be hardened off before planting in 
the garden. By this process the plants are 
gradually acclimated to the effects of the sun 
and wind, so that they will stand transplant- 
ing to the open ound. Hardening off is 
usually accomplished by ventilating freely 
and by reducing the amount of water ap- 
plied to the plant bed. The bed, however, 
should not become so dry that the plants 
will wilt or become seriously checked in 
their growth. After a few days it will be 
ossible to leave the plants uncovered dur- 
— the entire day and on mild nights. 

Eegplant is started and handled in the 
same way as the tomato. It is, perhaps, less 
widely known, but is rapidly becoming a 
popular vegetable. The soil best adapted 
for its production is a fine, rich sandy loam, 
well drained. The oy should be set in 
rows 3 feet apart and 2 feet apart in the row. 
Free cultivation is desirable and the plants 
should be kept growing rapidly. On t 
other hand, many growers believe that fre 
stable manure should not be used for egg- 
plants, and that the land should not contain 
unfermented vegetable matter to any large 
extent. A dosen good healthy plants should 
supply enough for the average sized family

Civics in the Grammar Schools 


cle. 


A generation ago civics, was treated as 
a study in governmental forms. Today it 
is training in the habits of good citizenship. 

We, of the present generation, can recall 
to mind visions of the youth of yesterday 
memorizing with difficulty and with little 
success, tke various departments of gov- 


ernment. We see him struggling with the 
laws of the departments, the names and du- 
ties of the executives of each, and giving the 
memorized details, even to salaties of such 
officials, with wearying monotony. 

In our classes in civics today we see 
each child eager to contribute his little store 
of information to that of the class#—informa- 
tion gained from the home, from friends in 
office, from the neighborhood. ) 

The teacher of today assists the parent in 
the teaching of obedience, respect for author- 
ity, orderliness and cleanliness. She de- 
sires the parent to co-operate with her in 
making the child realize his personal respon- 
sibility to the community. To develop in 
him a consciousness of his duty as an indi- 
vidual, to teach him to do his part in main- 
taining sightliness of yards, alleys, streets, 
parks; to increase his love for flowers, shrubs 
and trees; to implant a desire to beautify 
the surroundings of home and school, the 
Parent and teacher must work together. 

Hindered by Parents. 

It is not an unuual occurrence for a child 
to be prevented in the practical application 
of lessons learned in civics at school, by « 
parent at home who either does not under- 
stand, or does not sympathize: For exam- 
ple, he is urged by his teacher to utilize 
and beautify back yards by planting vege- 
tables, flowers, shrubs, and is sometimes for- 
bidden to do so by his parent. He is asked 
to contribute his share to the cleanliness of 
his district by removing old bricks, rocks, 
tin cans and similar debris from his and 
his neighbor’s alley. His request frequent- 
ly meets with a refusal at home, or with 
lack of co-operation. 

The teacher realizes that a home garden 
cultivated by the children of a family would 
serve the three-fold purpose of giving brains 
and hands employment during hours which 
otherwise would be wasted, would decrease 


the cost of living. and would contribute to 
the civic beauty of the community. , 

One has only to note the unsightliness of 
backyards and alleys, the untidiness of 
streets and sidewalks in our city to realise 
the necessity for co-operation between home 
and school. 

A lack of eivie pride is particularly no- 
ticeable near stores in our residential sec- 
tions. Papers are in evidence in streets 
and on sidewalks, and general untidiness 
prevails. 

When we stop to consider how few neigh- 
borhoods there are in our city, in which every 
home shows beauty and care in front and 


‘back yards, sidewalks and alleys, we appre- 


ciate the need for systematic instruction in 
civics for grown-ups as well as for the youth 
of Atlanta. 

Benefits From Taxes. ' 

The benefits received by the individual 
from the taxes of the whole people is an- 
other phase of the work in civics stressed 
by the teacher of today. The attention of the 
child is directed to the service rendered by 
the health department in the daily inspec- 
tion of milk, watchfulness in contagious dis- 
ease, removal of garbage, sprinkling of 
streets. He is told of the advantage of fire 
and police protection. The value to the 
community of parks and playgrounds is laid 
before him. His attention is directed to the 
value of a public library, to the convenience 
of a postoffice, of rural delivery of mail, of 
good roads. He is shown the advantages of 
a public system of instruction, of the cost 
of the maintenance of public schools, of the 
value of a free education as a result of the 
taxes of all the people. 

Lastly, while the teacher of today instructs 
her class in the details of government of 
city, county, state and nation, she endeavors 
to develop a sense ofthe privilege of voting, 
to make her young citizens realize the re- 
sponsibility of the voter to elect conscien- 
tious officers to fill positions of government, 

With this training will come appreciation; 
with appreciation, a sense of reponsibility; 
with a sense of responsibility, a political con- 
science, and with a political conscience, a bet- 
ter city, a stronger state, an invincible na- 
tion.

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Per Capita Cost in Oakland

In the published article, it is 
not made clear what the source of the given 
figures is, but I infer that the 1915 report 
of the United States commissioner of educa- 
tion has been used as authority. I have 
not consulted this report, but the per capita 
cost of $61.64, as I have given it above, is 
the correct one for the year 1915. 

This correction should be of interest to 
the teachers who edited the foregoing arti-

attention to the error, and your giving any 
possible publicity to the correction.

How an Old Man 
Revolutionized a Farm 


Editor Constitution: Apropos of present 
talk of preparedness, extra prodtction of 
food crops, etc., here is a little story that 
I think should point a moral: 

Several years ago, almost by accident, I 
came into possession of about twenty acres 
of land not far from Atlanta. It was and 
is a pretty place, containing six or seven 
acres of beautiful oak and hickory grove, 
a spring, two small streams and the balance 
good tillable land. 

So I built me a rather unique log cabin 
for a summer home (costing, by the way, 
about’as much as a brick house would have 
done), and blossomed out as an amateur 
farmer on a small scale. 


As a farmer I soon discovered that I was 
not a phenomenal success, as my corn and 
cabbage and potatoes and other truck cost 
considerably more than present war prices. 
Then, realizing that farming was an art en- 
tirely beyond my capacity mentally and fi- 
nancially, I quit, and rented the place for 
two years, one half for tother, with the re- 
sult that if the tenant didn’t get any. more 
out of his half than I did out of mine, he 
must have subsisted on about the rations 
of a ground squirrel. 

Along last fall there came along an old 
man—a war veteran—and wanted to rent 
the place for this year on the basis of fifty- 
fifty. I liked him from the first, my only 
criticiem being that he seemed to talk too 
big about what he had done and could do. 
But, his references being first-class, I told 
him to go to it, for, as you can imagine, I 
was by this time somewhat disgusted with 
the farming proposition. 

Well, he didn’t wait until the former ten- 
ant had vacated, but got possession of the 
„ole mare” which is a part of the equipment 
and went at his fall plowing. Since that 
time, barring an occasional visit, I have left 
him to work out his salvation in his own 
way. 

A few days ago, after an absence of sev- 
eral weeks, I went out to see how he was 
getting along. To say that I was very agree- 
ably surprised is to put it mildly, for I found 
that he had opened the ditches and cut oth- 
ers; cut bushes and grubbed sprouts; trim- 
med fruit trees, cleared and planted several 
acres of new ground, plowed and planted 
other acres adjoining that belonging to a 
neighbor, and literally torn up my little 
farm down below where it had ever been 
plowed before. 

His wheat was up and green, his corn was 
coming up, his garden was planted, his 
strawberry patch was worked out and even 
my rose garden of over a hundred bushes 
had been fertilized and cultivated. Being 
apparently entirely up with his farming op- 
erations, he seemed to be amusing himself 
by cutting weeds and grubbing sprouts in 
the grove around the house. 

His only request on this last visit was, 
having found a bee tree, he wanted permis- 
sion to cut it down to hive the bees and get 
the honey. He got the bee tree. 

His parting salutation was: “Cap'n, I 
told you I was going to do something and, 
God willing, I shall.“ 

Of course it is too early to safely predict 
the harvest, but with an average season I 
am counting on having to enlarge my barn. 

Now, all of this has been done by an old 
man, 73 years of age, with the assistance of 
enly a i4-year-old boy, and nothing in the 


The Effective Work 
Ot the Central Council 
Of Social Agencies 


Editor Constitution: Miss Dooly’s ar- 
ticle on “Relief Work During the War” is 
very timely. She points out the rapid cre- 
ation of new agencies and the indefiniteness 
of many of their programs and, while not 
discouraging any of them, justly states that 
an intelligent co-ordination of their work 
is essential to their wWsefulness. 

In the Central Council of Social Agen- 
cies we have at hand the agency through 
which such co-ordination can and should be 
worked out. The organization of this coun- 
cil was carefully and thoroughly worked 
out last year. It has no paid workers and no 
administrative responsibilities; it is a body 
solely for conference, investigation and ad- 
vice. It is made up of two delegates from 
sixty-one different social and civic organi- 
zations in the city. 

If the public will look to the advice and 
leadership of the Central Council to bring 
about a proper division of work between ex- 
isting agencies, and to indorse the need for 
new organizations, they will be assured of 
the elimination of unnecessary undertak- 
ings and of the unification of the work 
throughout the community. 

Permit me to quote from the constitution 
of the council the paragraphs defining its 
object and methods: 

Article Il.—Object. 

The purpose of this council shall be to 
further co-operation among existing social 
service agencies and to facilitate the co- 
ordination of their work; to aid in standard- 
izing and increasing the efficiency of their 
endeavors; to formulate a program of social 
service adequate to the needs of the com- 
munity, and to further the realization of 
such program by encouraging the enlarge- 
ment or modification of the activities of ex- 


isting agencies where desirable, or the cre- 
ation of new agencies when necessary.“ 
Article III Methods. 

(a) The council shall afford an avenue 
for the working out of a complete under- 
standing between the agencies whose fields 
of work touch, all co-operating agreements 
being subject to the 1 of the manag- 
in boards of the different agencies in- 


volved. 
(b) It shall serve as an expert advisory 


council in considering and making sugges- 
tions only, regarding (1) new work under- 
taken or contemplated py any of the exist- 
ing agencies; (2) the efficiency of the work 
already 7 done; or (3) the development 
of a new activity. 

In view of the developments which are 
now taking place, it is fortunate that our 
social workers have already gotten together 
and adopted in this central council the best 
known plan for co-ordinating their work. If 
the public will force new movements to seek 
the advice and indorsement of this council, 
duplication of effort and relief, and confu- 
sion of plans will be avoided; responsibility 
will be fixed among the various agencies; 
our social work will go gorward effectively 
and at the same time its lines kept consol- 
idated.

Save Your Bottles for 
Preserving Fruit Juices 


A serious shortage of preserving jars 
and cans is threatened. 

Glass bottles—especially wide-necked 
ones—are useful for putting up fruits, 
jellies and preserves. 

Put up fruit juices in ordinary bottles. 

Reserve regular preserving jars and 
cans for canning’ vegetables, soups and 
meats.—U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


The home-canning specialists of the 
United States department of agriculture 
urge every housekeeper to save bottles— 
especially wide-necked ones—for putting up 
fruits, preserves, jellies, jams and fruit 
juices. Saving of bottles is highly impor- 
tant, they say, as there threatens to be a 
serious shortage of regular jars and pre- 
serving cans this season. 

The fruit products named, if sealed with 
corks and paraffin, can be kept perfectly 
in these makeshift containers. Jellies, jams 
and preserves can be kept even in ordinary 
drinking glasses by the use of paper and 
paraffin. Fruit juices should be packed in 
ordinary small-necked bottles. 

Vegetables, soups and meats, on the 
other hand, to keep must be sealed by the 
usual fruit jar or tin can packing methods. 
Reserve regular containers for foods that 
cannot be packed in bottles. 

The specialists are also urging all mem- 
bers of canning clubs and others not only 
to can products, but to dry and evaporate al] 
such products as apples, pumpkin and 
squash. They advise strongly that if con- 


tainers are scarce locally, those in stock 
should be used to preserve perishable prod- 
ucts which have the highest nutritive value. 
Nothing should be packed in jars or cans 
which can be conserved effectively in other 
ways. 

Candy containers or other glass jars with 
screw tops or glass stoppers, and in fact 
any receptacle of glass, crockery or porce- 
lain, can be sealed with cork or paper and 
paraffin. 

Large tin canisters or tin cans with re- 
movable covers, provided the body of the 
container is air and water tight, will be 
found useful in canning certain fruit prod- 
ucts. Such containers can be sterilized and 
their covers hermetically sealed in place 
with solder or wax.

Agri- 
cultural experiments are being made at 
the government camp, in accord with 
the federal plan of convict education. 

A majority of the inmates of Bell- 
wood camp, which is the largest in the 
county system, have been detailed to 
farm dut The work is being carried 
on under the general supervision of 
Warden C. H. Girardeau. 

This makes the third penal institu- 
tion in the city to take up farming in 
the nation’s crisis. First, the German 
prisoners confined at Fort McPherson 
were selected to cultivate the mode! 
farm planned for McPherson and, sec- 
ond, arden Fred G. Zerbst, at federal 
prison, announced the proposal of pris- 
on authorities to acquire additional 
acreage adjacent to the prison farm for 
the purpose of putting it in cultivation 
to furnish food supplies during the war.

2.5 PER CENT DECREASE 
IN ACREAGE OF COTTON 


Journal of Commerce Esti- 


mates 6.1 Per Cent De- 
crease in Georgia. 


New York, May 1.—(Special.)—Pre- 
liminm&ry estimates from 2,100 special 
correspondents of The Journal of Com- 
merce indicate a decrease in cotton 
acreage of 2.5 per cent, as compared 
with"a year ago. These reports bear 
an average date of April 24, and in 
practically all cases represent expected 
acreage rather than actual. Final es- 
timates will be presented in our next 
monthly report. 

The propaganda for more grain and 
food crops is chiefly responsible for 
the decrease, Dut as against this the 
high prices for cotton have induced a 
number of states to increase acreage. 
Owing to the war and migration to 
better wage-earning centers, scarcity 
of labor ts generally complained of; and 
is greatly feared, especially as the 
season advances. The season has been 


too cold and wet in the eastern sec- 


tions, causing cloudy soil and generally 
poor preparations. The western and 
southwestern sections started with un- 
usually dry weather, enabling farmers 
to attain excellent cultivation. The 
whole delt averages about ten days 
late. Only a small percentage of the 
crop is planted, but replanting will be 
necessary in some sections. On ac- 
count of high coat, fertilizers will be 
reduced nearly 10 per cent compared 
with a year ago. 

Preliminary estimates of acreage, 
compared with last year, fertilizers used 
and lateness of the season are given 
in the accompanying: table.
